the ſurrounding circle by their chearful and complacent looks. The 


greateſt feſtival of this ſort, that I know 'of, is that kept by the 
Mayor of Leiceſter, i in honour of the dedication of St. Martin's 


Church: it is commonly called“ The Mayor's Feaſt.” His Wor- 


ſhip, on this occaſion, invites all the Nobility, Gentry, and his 


friends of all denominations in the neighbourhood, beſides his bre- 


thren of the ſcarlet and black gowns, to partake of this bountiful 


and, often, ſplendid entertainment. On this day the Town ſervants. 


are all newly cloathed, to attend the Corporate Body at their Hall; 


whence they proceed with ſolemnity to St. Martin's Church, to attend 
divine ſervice; on which occaſion the Reverend Vicar of the Pariſh, 


who is always the Mayor's Chaplain, generally preaches a ſermon, to 
explain and ſet forth the uſefulneſs of Churches being ſet apart for the 


public # ſervice of Almighty God; and he often concludes his diſcourſe, | 
recommending decency and order on theſe ſolemn feſtivals. After-

their provident neighbours whetting their appetites with collared

Leiceſterſhire Views, after the ſecond number of that work was pub- 


| liſhed. The variety of articles, contained in the following pages, 


1 had chiefly to collect on*'my journeys, with juſt time enough for 
them to paſs from my note-book to the preſs; conſequently perfec - 


tion cannot be expected. Indeed, with reſpect to dates and names, 
with. which works of this nature abound, even when digeſted with 


much care and coſt of time, they are often erroneous, or do not 
always agree with collections made by others on the ſame ſubject. 
The information reſpecting landed property I had frequently to 
gather from villagers, who perhaps are not always accurate in an- 
ſwering queſtions. The property of the clergy, which is often 
paſſing from the hands of one into thoſe of another, I have ſeldom

 Thefirſt object of conſequence which preſents itſelf to view, after 
this, when you leave Leiceſter, is its Abbey (a); which lies on the 
left. Here it has a rich appearance; and here you ſee all that remains 
of it, taken as a religious retreat, which are its bounding walls. 
The fine meadow beneath, the ancient Soar waſhing its baſe, the 
water-mill, and the lofty ruin which lopEs WA over all, 
form a pleaſing picture. 

Further on, on the foot- road near Migrol are ſome wild 8 

ſcenes, ſuitable to the eye and the pencil of Loutherbourg, who has 
drawn beauties even from the humble dwellings of the peaſant. 
In early life, Tuch ſcenery taught mie to admire the ſurrounding beau- 
ties; and I remember with pleaſure-this village walk. On a ſummer” 8 
day, caſt your eye towards the bridge, which is backed by Burſtall- 
hill, you ſee the river ſerpentining by an eminence on the right, 
ſhaded by hanging elms and willows, planted, ſeemingly, by the 
hand of chance, yet rich in irregularity; the mill, the glittering 
ſtream, the lofty bank and trees, bounded by ſome humble cottages; 
the ruin which juts into the river (formerly a manor-houſe), the 
ſloping pleaſure grounds of the Vanns, all on the ſame. ſide; and on. 
the other you behold a valley, rich with flowers of golden and 


variegated tints, creative of pleaſures to the admirers of the fanciful 
dlplays of Nature! . ;

Here reſides William Vann, 
Eſq. lately High Sheriff of this County, in a newly- erected dwel- 
ling. His houſe and pleaſure- grounds have a correſponding neatneſs; 
but the ſtyle of each is in contraſt; the gardens retain the old for- 
mally trimmed yew- trees. Near to him reſides this gentleman's 
brothers, Mr. Richard and Mr. J. Vann, in a neat little box, in the 
midſt of Flora's pleaſures. In the gardens belonging to this houſe 
are ſome ſtatues brought from Italy by Colonel Hewit, who for- 
merly reſided at Streeton-hall, in this county, where they were ſold, 
for an inconſiderable ſum, at Sir George Robinſon's ſale, who retired 
thence ſome years ſince. 1 
Among ſome others, I believe ſixteen i in all; large as life, are, - 
Pomona; Diana; Flora; Ceres; Hercules; Venus; a Satyr; a Turk 
and his Conſort; two Emperors, and a Pope. Here are alſo two 
ſpirited caſts in lead, of Fame and Mercury, bought at the late 
Alderman Dickinſon's ſale in Leiceſter. 

In an apartment in this houſe is an excellent likeneſs of a ne, 
of theſe gentlemen, the late Mr. Charles Vann. 

In this village alſo reſides Mr. Denſhire, ſon of the late PTY ION 
Denſhire of Leiceſter, in an old manſion, adjoining: to which once 
ſtood a Catholic Chapel. The Manor is large, old incloſure, and 
contains about 1600 acres in high cultivation : the principal Land- 
owner, John Beaumont, Eſq. to whom it deſcended from the Byer- 
leys, who were long refidents here.

On the ſteeple-road from Wigſton to 


nothing material, This village ſtands on a great road to London 
from the North, about three miles from Leiceſter, and contains 80 
dwellings. The houſes ſtand chiefly on each fide of the road, and but 
indifferently built, The church I viſited in the company of Mr. 
Idſon, the churchwarden ; and, to the credit of ſomebody, it is kept 
remarkably clean. It is pewed in the old ſheep-pen ſtyle; but the 
middle aile of three may be called beautiful: the roof is IP by 
light fluted pillars, and 1 is well lighted. _ 

Of three daubings upon the walls king David is the beſt ; the other 
two are intended for Moſes and Aaron. 
Here are no remembrances of the dead againſt the walls of the 
church or chancel. In the porch are two remnants of figures, with 
a crucifix. St. Catherine” 8 wheel 1 is preſerved at the caſt end of the 
church.

This lordſhip, which contains about 1780 acres, is principally 
owned by George Wrighte, eſq. of Gothurſt, and was incloſed in the 
year 1760.

Leiceſter. 'The lordſhip contains 1800 acres of land, incloſed in 


1766.

" His Majefty King Charles the-Firſt, with the concurrence and conſent, of certain Lords: 
and others of his Privy Council, did, by his Highneſſes ſeveral Commiſſions, the one 


under the Great Seal of England, and the other under the Seal of his Duchy of Lancaſter, | 


bearing date the ſecond day of Fanuary, in the ſecond year. of his Majeſtie's reign, give 
power and authority to Sir Myles Fleetwood, and others, to ſurvey, or cauſe ſurveys to be 
made of all the ſoil and woods in the Foreſt of Leiceſter, in the county of Leiceſter, and: 
how much did belong to his Majeſty, or any of his ſubjects ;- and the ſaid Sir Myles Fleet- 
wood cauſed the ſheriff of the ſaid county to return a ſufficient Jury of Freeholders dwell- 
ing in the ſaid county near unto the ſaid Foreſt, who had neither ſoil nor common in the 


faid Foreſt, to appear before the ſaid Myles Fleetwood and others his Majeſty's Commiſ-

which lies about 4 miles north-weſt from Leiceſter. On the road 
thither is a fine proſpect of the foreſt, and Lord Stamford's woods. 
This lordſhip is large, and was incloſed in the year 1770. It extends on 
the eaſt to Anſty, and on the weſt to Desford ; on the ſouth to Kirby, 
and on the north to Markfield. The principal land-owner is the Earl 
of Stamford, who is lord of the manor. The village e. contains about |

The church has two alles of a good ſize, and four bells; but is indif- 


ferently pewed. On the outſide it is partly covered with ivy; and 


in the church- yard ſtands a remarkable old yew-tree on its ſtumps. 


In the village, it is ſaid, there is the largeſt box-tree in England. 

In the chancel is a monument to the memory of Henry Sacheverel, 
who gave a conſiderable ſum of money to purchaſe lands for the poor 
of Ratby. On the ground below, is a ſtone to the memory of Mal- 
fridge Sacheverell, who died in 161 5. aged 22. Here alſo is a ſtone

which we entered towards the evetiing; on our road . lies about 
one mile and a half from Leiceſter. It is a ſmall village, and has a 
chapel, of no note but as an oddity. See plate X. fig. 4. 

The lordſhip contains about 1670 acres of land, old incloſure, and 
of pretty good quality. The principal land-owner is Clement Win- 
ſtanley, Eſq. In this lordſhip, the father of the preſent owner of 

the land bored for coals about 40 years ago, who had aſſurances, from 
the external appearance of the earth, that there were coals 
below. However, when the men who had been labouring for ſeveral 

days, had got to a conſiderable depth in the earth, ſome people, 
inimical to the buſineſs, forced open the cap which was faſtened over 
the hole which had been bored, and put into it a number of ſmall 
foreſt ſtones, This piece of villainy fo diſconcerted the views of a 


praiſe-worthy character, the late Mr. Winſtanley, that he made no 
farther attempts to find coals. |

4 In the 31ſt of Edward I, William 8 of Clifton Camvile, i in the county of Staf 
ford, Knight, held this manor, when Robert Burdet held half a knight's fee in this town.

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Perhaps it will not be conſidered of any importance to the preſent

In the Abbe Alberto Fortis's letters, giving an account of his 
travels into Dalmatia, he mentions ſome foſſil productions of the 
iſland of Zapuntello, ſeen in a calcareous ſtone when broken, which 
diſcovers impreſſions of wood, and marine inſects. And, indeed, in 
various parts of the world are found, in the bowels of the earth, 
maſſes of petrified wood, brick, wrought metals, beds of ſea ſhells, 
and marine bodies ; and what makes it truly wonderful is, that not 
only the lower grounds, but hills and mountains at a great diſtance 
from the ſea, contain nautical petrefactions.

Being lately from home on a little excurſion, I 8 diſcovered the. fits; — an 
ancient encampment, in the pariſh of Knaptoft in Leiceſterſhire ; which, to the beſt of my | 


| knowledge, has never been noticed: yet ſo conſpicuous from the adjoining turnpike 


road, it is ſurprzing it ſhould have ſo long eſcaped the eye of even a lefs attentiye obſerver. 
I regretted for a moment that an engagement. prevented my ſtopping. to take a nearer view; 
but my viſit being at no great diſtance from the place, I returned the next morning, and 


. ſketched a plan with a ſurvey of the adjacent lands, reducing the admeaſurements into 


geometrical paces, The dimenſions may not be perfectly exact, for want of proper inſtru- 
ments; but I believe, upon the whole, it is ſufficiently accurate, I herewith preſent you 


a rough draught, ſuch as it is, taken on the ſpot. To which I have fince added a tomb, 


with an ancieut martial trophy of my own, compoſing, deſigned as a vignette to place 
thereon the title. Yon will, undoubtedly, expect ſome account, with my private opinion, of 
theſe curious vgſtigia; to anſwer this point, you muſt be ſatisfied at preſent with mere conjec- 
tures only. It is little more than a fortnight fince the diſcovery and after many enqui- 
ries, I could gain no intelligence, or any tradition, from the neighbourhood reſpeQing it. 


The proprietor of the ground himſelf was as deficient as the reſt, and totally ignorant in 


theſe matters: the only material information from him, that ſerved my purpoſe, was; that 


ſome years ago, in digging a pit, the labourers. brought up a large flat ſtone (but no in- 
ſcription), and ſeveral others of a rude form. This, with ſome other particulars then 


related, aſſured me of its having been the place of interment of ſome warrior. Similar ſe- | 


pulchres are frequently found, whoſe fides, formed by irregular ſtones, are covered with 


a a large flat ſtone. One of the kind was lately found at Market Boſworth, with this dif- 
| ference, that the cover was made of burnt clay, From this, and other appearances, I dare 
not pronounce the premiſes a Roman military work, rather Britiſh or Saxon; perhaps a 

Daaiſh intrenchment, Its ſituation, from either the Foſſe or Watling Street, does not ſeem to 


favour the firſt conjecture ; it 1s diſtant ten miles South from Leiceſter, about ſeven miles 
Eaſt from the Watling Street, nine miles South from the Foſſe, and about mid-way between 


| Leiceſter and Naſeby, in Northamptonſhire. I wiſh for the opinions of your antiquarian 


readers, to throw ſome further light on this curious and neglected remain. e 1 
am not a little flattered by having luckily made the firſt diſcovery.”

The North aile of 
this church is the burial-place of Mr. Pochin's family. Here is a 
heavy monument to the memory of Thomas Pochio, eſq. and his 
two - wives; the firſt died of the ſmall-pox, in 1726; ſhe was 
daughter of Sir Edward Huſſey, bart. The other died in 1732, 
and was the only daughter of Thomas Trollop, eſq. of Bourn.

In March, 1786, his royal 
highneſs the Duke of York accompanied the Quorndon hunt to Lang- 
ton Caudarile, where they unkennelled Reynard, and after running, 
through Welham, Slawſon, Stokerſon, and Beaumont Chace, they 
loſt him. Be it remembered, that his Royal Highneſs s affability to 
the multitude of people who went to fee him in the field that day 5 
was ſpoken of in words of rapture.

(a) From an abſtract (ſays Mr. Pochin) of ſome writings lately put into my hands by a 
friend or two amongſt the feoffees, I find the town and pariſh of Loughborough ſtood in a 
very eminent degree indebted to the fortunes and eſtates of the ſaid Thomas Burton, a 
gentleman and' inhabitant of the ſaid town, who died in the year 1496; how, and in what 
manner, will appear as follows; viz. that by a deed of feoffment, dated the 29th day of 
April,. 1495, Thomas Burton, of Loughborough, in the county; of Leiceſter, the elder, | 


merchant of the ſtaple at Calais, granted and confirmed to Richard Lymingdon, otherwiſe 
Lemington, of Loughborough aforeſaid, merchant, and others, all his lands and tene 


ments in Loughborough aforeſaid, Willoughby on the Woulds, Eaſt Leake, Harby, 
Stathern, and Thruſſington; and in the ſame year (1495), by letter of attorney, im- 
powered one Thomas Barker to enter upon all the ſaid lands and tenements, and in his 


name to deliver the ſame i into the full and eb fein of the ſaid Richard Tanten 


and others as above. 

Theſe lands and tenements, as far as it appears, were by ſeveral deeds of feoffment 
continued down to the reign of Queen Elizabeth, during whoſe reign, a complaint being: 
made in chancery, an order was iſſued from thence, dated in June 1 596, by Sir Nicholas 
Bacon, then lord=keeper, directing, that if any diſpute ſhould ariſe touching the miſappli- 
cation of the rents and profits of the ſaid lands, or the choice of new feoffees, the ſame 
ſhould be determined-by the lord: chancellor, or lord keeper, for the time being; or by 
the judges of the circuit wherein ſuch lands ſhould lie. 

After this, in the 39th year. of the ſaid Queen (1596) a fine was levied by Richard 


Parkyns, of Bunny, in the county of Nottingham, eſq. and John Brown, of Loughborough

The town, which contains about 150 dwellings, * once a con- 1 
ſiderable market on Wedneſday ; but now it is of inconſiderable note. 
On my viſit to this place, it was on a market-day: a few baſkets of 
butter and eggs, half a dozen pigs, and not ſo many ſtalls, with 
ſome 'butchers meat and other wares thereon, and about 15 or 16 
people, conſtituted the market at 12 o'clock of the day. 1 | 
This place was once famous for the reſort of the neighbouring TE : 
gentry, Lord Wentworth, Sir Wolftan Dixie, the Boothbys of ; 
Tooley, Jennenſes of Goplall, Mundays of Oſbaſton, and many other „ 
ſocial neighbours reſorted, twice a week, at the renowned Simon 
Oazkden's bowling - green, for pleaſure and amuſement. (London then 5 
had not its attractions, as at the preſent-day.) The neighbourhood 
of Boſworth, about 60 years ago, was reckoned. the genteeleſt in 
the county; ſeveral coaches and ſix were kept within 2 few miles of 
each other. | * 
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| : Here is a free-ſchool upon an excellent foundation by Sir Wolſtan 
. Dixie, Lord Mayor of London, built A. D. 1586. It was origi- 

il nally endowed, ſays Burton, with 201. per annum. In 1707 the 

| income was 391. per ann., 2ol. of which was paid to the head 

4 maſter, and the uſher received 1 3l. 6s. 8d., the reſt was reſerved for 

4 i repairs, &c. This ſchool was once in the higheſt repute, but it is 

1 now without its former conſequence. The children of ſeveral vil- 

lages, near Boſworth, go free of expence to this ſchool for educa- 
tion. The Reverend Mr. Wood is appointed, or, I believe, rather 
acts as head maſter till the pending ſuit in Chancery is ſettled, The 
truſtees have had a difference about the appointment of an improper 
perſon (as ſome of them conceive) to the government of the ſchool. 
The church 1s large, but low, and has a nave and two fide ailes, 
five bells, and but indifferently pewed. I waited till prayers were 
over (it was on Wedneſday I obſerved above), and 1 found the con- 
gregation to conſiſt only of one man, two women, a miſtreſs and 
her ſcholars: I rather wondered at the ſmallneſs of the congregation 
when 1 was told that there was no Diſſenting meeting-houſe in 
Boſworth. I thought of the words of the clergyman at Billſden, 
« that there were many Abſenters.“ Here is an old organ, the 
pipes of which are jumbled in all directions, and the caſe broken: 
it ſtands as a monument of diſgrace to ſomebody. 
The monument of the Dixies is noticed in the volume of Views, 
An aunt of Sir Wolſtan Dixie died at the age of 95 years. 
Here is a monument to the memory of Sarah, wife of Mr. Tho- 
mas Langham, who died in 1730: It ſays, « ſhe was dutiful towards 
God and her neighbours to her life's end.” 

In the body of the church is a ſtone to the memory of four 
of the Olderſhaws of Tamworth ; one of which was John Olderſhaw, 
ſurgeon, eldeſt ſon of Fowler Olderſhaw ; he died in 1962, aged 42. 
Several of the Burſlems, a reſpectable family, lie buried in this church. 

The family of the Mundays alſo have a vault here.

a butcher's ſtall in the Market of Boſworth. It is ſaid, that his 


loving wife, or ſome of her friends, cauſed him to be put under the 
turf the ſame night he died; not as boys uſed to; do knocked-down . 
cocks, on Shrove Tueſday, to bring them to life again, but to part 
for ever. A report prevailed the day after he was buried, that a man 
paſſing by his grave, about eleven o'clock at night, heard a noiſe 
therein, but, fearful of being diſbelieved, did not ſpeak of it till the 
next day. In conſequence of which his coffin was taken up, or opened 

in the grave, and the body was found on its belly, with much blood 
about the vein in his arm, which had been opened in conſequence 
of his ſudden death. He died in 17 55, aged 60. 
I was told another relation of this kind. Some years back, on 
opening the vault for the Dixie family, in this church, they found 
the head of a coffin, which contained a female, upon the firſt ſtep 
leading to the vault: ſome have reaſoned, that the water, which at 
ſome times finds its way into the vault, might lift it from the ground 
upon the ſtep.

In addition to what is Wie, moſt of which I publiſhed in the Lei-

(a) Bofwerch⸗ feld, ſo called, and Simpſon's name, will be banded down to BOK, in 
the hiſtoric and biographic page; but no pillar is erected to commemorate the one, nor 
head-ſtone ſet up to mark the ſpot that contains the remains of the other. The place of 
the former, famed for that important event in the Engliſh annals, as well as the latter (of 
far inferior conſequence), are only aſcertained by oral tradition. - Mr. Simpſon was born 
at Market Boſworth in 1710. His parents being poor, he was only taught to read while 
under their care; but Nature, notwithſtanding this forbidden circumſtance, had formed 
his mind for knowledge, When about I4, there happened an eclipſe of the Sun, whick- 
ſtruck the mind of this youth, uncultivated as his judgement was, with a ſtrong defire of 
knowing the cauſe ; nor could uſeful inclinations unbend him from his purpoſe. Before

he had reached his I9th year he taught himſelf to write; and about this time happening 5 


to be at a relation's, a travelling pedlar and fortune- teller took lodgings at the ſame houſe. 

Young Simpſon, wondering at the pretenſions of this man, took great pains to win his 
| favour by every act that complaiſance could dictate : and in return the fortune-teller, 

who was a man of ſome abilities, took every opportunity of ſatisfying ſuch an agreeable | 
companion, The pedlar's neceſſities led him to Briſtol fair, but he left in Simpſon's hands 
Cocker's Arithmetic, to which was ſubjoined a ſhort Appendix on Algebra, and a book of 
Partridge's, the almanac-maker, on genitures. The pedlar, on his return, found his 
pupil ſo expert at figures, that it excited his utmoſt aſtoniſhment. Soon after this he be- 
came the oracle of Boſworth and its vicinity; and laying aſide the buſineſs of a weaver, 
made a public profeſſion of caſting nativities. Though he found fortune-telling rather 
lucrative, yet he was far from being ſatisfied with the knowledge he had obtained. Having 
procured Mr, Stone's book of Fluxions, he made ſuch progreſs in this moſt intricate part 
of the mathematics, as to compoſe a much more complete treatiſe on this ſubject than had 

ever been publiſhed. He about this time married a widow with two children, by whom 

he had others. From increaſe of expences, and having left off the profitable profeſſion of 
an aſtrologer, he was driven to ſuch diſtreſs that he left his family and went to London, 

where he worked in Spital-fields as a weaver ; and appropriated the evenings to teach ma- 
thematics; which ſucceeded ſo well, that he fetched his family to ſhare with him thoſe 
comforts which his profeſſion afforded, He remained not long in this obſcurity; for his 
ſchool increafing, his abilities became known ; which encouraged him to make propoſals 
for publiſhing by ſubſcription a new treatiſe on Fluxions, with the doctrine of Infinite 
| Series, which were publiſhed with ſucceſs in 1737. Three years after he publiſhed a tre- 
tiſe on the nature and laws of chance, which were followed by ſome ingenious eſſays on

In 1742, he publiſhed his doctrine of Annuities and Reverſions, which were fol-

| ſubjoined a number of geometrical problems, with the method of reſolving them. 


His 


extraordinary abilities were now generally known, which procured him the intereſt of ſe- 
veral eminent perſonages in this walk of ſcience; amongſt thoſe was William Jones, Eſq. 
4 by through whoſe intereſt he was appointed profeſſor of mathematics 1 in the academy 
at Woolwich ; and ſoon after was choſen F. R. 8. At the academy he paid an almoſt un- 
remitted attention to the inſtruction of his pupils? and the rapid progreſs they made under 
his ſuperintendance was amazing. The manner of conveying inſtructions to his pupils 
had the moſt happy effect: his dictates were not ſent forth like the abſolute mandates of a 
ſtern monarch, too frequent in our ſchools, but were tempered with a ſweetneſs that cap- 
tivated while it allured ; beloved by his ſcholars, his injunctions were always obeyed, _ 
Such a certain degree of dignity was tempered with his mildneſs, that it produced a laud- 
able reſpect without dread. Though the punctual diſcharge of this important truſt, gained 
him the eſteem of his ſuperiors, yet it unhappily began to injure his health. His ſpirits 
ſunk gradually, from his cloſe application, till he became incapable of performing the 


duties of his office. 


His phyſicians preſeribed without effect. His native air was at laſt 


adviſed, which was immediately ſought ; but, on his arrival at Boſworth, he was ſo fa- 
tigued with the journey, that he betook himſelf to his chamber, whence he was never 
able to depart ; and died May 14, 1701. He had procured. a commiſſion for his ſon in the 
royal regiment of artillery ; and the King, out of reſpect to Mr. Simpſon's great abilities, 


conferred a ſingular honour: on his widow, by granting her a handſome' penſion, and gen- 
teel apartments * to the — where he: died, at eee eee of 102, Dec.

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My friend; who gave me the above anecdote, ſhewed me, about a” 
year ago, Simpſon's brother; who then lived in the neigbourhood 
of Boſworth, T aſked him to my Inn; but there I could gain 
nothing from him that was intereſting reſpecting his brother. 

When I was at Sutton-Cheynell church- yard, where Mr. Simpſon 
p was buried, I could not find a line placed any where to his memory. 
* | The ſexton, or clerk of the pariſh, however, had paid ſome de- 
1 | ference to his aſhes by banking his grave in a better ſtyle than or- 
dinary; which put me in mind of beſtowing a guinea, at leaſt, to- 
wards perpetuating his memory by an inſcription ; in hopes that the 

little tablet I have ordered for that purpoſe, may be replaced by ſome- 
thing more worthy his talents.

ec This town i famous for two things; for the battle of King Richard III, called King 
Richard's field; and for the Harecourts, ſometimes lords thereof; not that this battle was 
fought at this place (it being fought in a large flat plain, and ſpacious ground, three miles 
diſtant from this town ; between the towns of Shenton, Sutton, Dadlington, and Stoke) 
but as this town was the moſt worthy of note, near adjacent, and it was therefore called 
Boſworth- field. That that battle was fought in this place, appears by many things re- 
markable ; by a little mount caſt up, where the common report is, that at the firſt be- 
ginning of the battle, Henry Earl of Richmond made his parænetical oration to his army: 
by divers of pieces of armour, weapons, and other warlike accoutrements, and by many 
arrow -heads found here; whereof, about twenty years fince, at the incloſure of the lord- 
ſhip of Stoke, great ſtore were dug up, ſome of which I have now in my cuſtody, being of 
a long, large, and big proportion, far greater than any now in uſe, As alſo by relation 
of the inhabitants, who have many occurrences and paſſages yet freſh in memory; by rea-

country on a medium not more than tool. a year. The foil is various, chicfly 
rich clay; ſome red Joams, and loamy gravels. The incloſures-let at 148. an 
acre, old ones at 16s. The huſbandry of the open fields (of which there are but ; 
few) is much the ſame as that already deſcribed at Quenby Hall. When they 
break up paſture-land, it is in the paring : and burning way, which coſts about 
248. an acre; they ſow turnips on it, of which they get great Crops ; and then 
oats and barley, all of which are exceedingly good. The application of their 
graſs is principally to grazing ; their cloſes riſe from 30 to 60 actes. T hey 
turn their ſtock in, in April or May; and ſeldom change it to any other. 
The only breed of cattle approved here here is the long-horned, which theß 
find from long experience will fat better, are hardier, and more profitable: 
the difference in the hide alone of a long or ſhort-horned beaſt, is 15s. and in 
winter they can Keep 40 of the former to 30 of the latter. The average 
quantity of milk given by their cows, 3 gallons a day; but there are few 
dairies.

But when lord Haſtings 
was ſounded by Cateſby reſpecting the claims of Richard to the 
Crown, he told that wretch, „that he would rather ſee the de- 
ſtruction of the protector and his party, than that the late king's 
children ſhould be deprived of their right.“ This ſpeech was con- 
veyed to Richard by Cateſby with the moſt aggravating tteachery. 
The protector, fired with indignation, reſolved to diſpatch him.

The dwelling, although the workmanſhip of different pe- 
riods, and of various materials, ſuch as ſtone, brick, and plaiſter, 
is made to correſpond in colour by a waſh of lime. The chapel

A conſiderable market town in Leiceſterſhire, ſtands near the river 
Welland on the London road, about 15 miles from Leiceſter, It is 
in the pariſh of Great Bowden. Its market is on Tueſday ; and it 
has a very conſiderable fair on the gth of October for live ſtock, par- 
ticularly young colts. Hither many of the London dealers reſort. 

This place conſiſts of one open ſtreet, well-built, in which are 
ſeveral good inns. The ſchool was endowed, in 1614, by Mr. Ro- 
bert Smith. Here is a Quakers, a Methodiſt, and a Preſbyterian 
meeting-houſe. The earl of Harborough, who takes his title from 
this place, has lately built a good town-houſe and ſhambles under it. 
It has a decent front, on the out- ſide of which are diſplayed * ord- 
ſhip's arms, in a very heavy ſty le. 

The chapel, Mr. Rouſe is of opinion, was built by John of 
Gaunt, but he has given us no evidence to ſupport it; however, his 
remarks are ingenious. It has a good ſpire upon a very handſome 
tower, which contains 6 bells. It has a nave and two fide ailes, 
and a ſpacious chancel, all embattled, built of excellent ſtone, 
This place of worſhip 1s handſomely pewed, has a good floor, and is 
kept in good order. Here are the king's arms in ſtucco work, very 
heavy. A monument in the chancel remembers David Kidney, gent. 
who died in 1750, aged 64; alſo his eldeſt ſon who married the 
ſiſter of Sir Robert Kite, knight, lord mayor of London.

In this town were two manors, che one belonging to the family of Shepey, taking their 
name from this place; the other to Harecourt. Sir Robert de Shepey, knight, in the reign 
of King Henry III. gave lands here to the Abbey of Miraval, for which, as appears in the 
regiſter of that houſe, they were to procure, at their proper coſts and charges, a chaplain to 
celebrate divine ſervice in the church of All-Saints in Shepey, at the altar of our Lady, 
for he ſol; of Sir Robert de Shepey and Anabella his wife, and Amicia Rabaz.

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I cannot well omit the remembrance of an accident which happened here 
in 1607. An inhabitant of this town, in taking up of a great ſquare ſtone, 
which lay in the ſtreet - way called Watlingsſtreet, upon the croſling of another 
way, Which leads towards Coventry, not far from this. town, chanced to' find 
certain old coins and other treaſure ; which I happened to. hear of, being then 
at Lindley within the ſaid pariſh. The next morning I went to the Perſon's. 
houſe, where be ſhewed me the coins, &c. which he found ; there were about 


250 pieces of filver, of the coin of Henry III. of the value of 3d. each; on 


the one fide whereof was the King's head, with a hand holding the ſceptre, 
circumſcribed HENRICUs REX; on the other fide a croſs moline between 
roundels, with this inſcription, FULKE ox Lurp; and alſo one gold ring, 
with a fair roby therein; another gold ring with an agate ; another ring of 
ſilver, wherein was a certain flat ruddy tone, engraven with Arabic cha- 
raters.

coins, in whoſe time it was made; to ſignify to poſterity, and to preſerve

Hicn-Caoss, LEICESTERSHIRE. 


Theſe places are ſituate from each Sher about 47 miles, in a right 
line; which diſtance contains a part of the Roman military work 
undertaken by the direction of one of the Antonines, when this 
country was under the dominion of the Romans. This Roman 
route, from Londinio, London, to Lindum, Lincoln, is 156 Roman 

miles, deſcribed in the corner of the annexed plate, 

The great Camden imagined that the world would tack at his 
ſeeming folly in traverſing the Watling-ſtreet road (another | Roman 
work), “ purpoſely to ſeek out towns of ſpecial memory.” If it 
ſo happened to that celebrated Antiquary, what muſt I expect, who 
undertook this journey, through mire and clay, in the month of 
_ October, urged to it I cannot ſay from ſuch laudable motives, be- 
cauſe the ſtations or Roman towns fron Newark are now pretty well 
alcortained! _ 

Many perſons have written of things concerning theſe Itinera 
who have never ſeen them. Others have ſeen them, like myſelf, 

partially, and have particularized the whole. My account is con- 
fined to general obſervations on its preſent ſtate, as deſtitute of con- 
jecture, as, it may be thought by ſome, of real importance. After 
the paſſing of about 1600 years, we may readily conceive how 
much it muſt have ſuffered in its form and magnitude. Encroach- 
ment, dictated by avarice, has notwithſtanding left it ſtill a mo- 
nument of honour and high antiquity ; its courle, the diſtance 1

have travelled it, may be traced with eaſe, even where the lord of 
the manor has by incloſure called it his own. 
The plan of the F oſs road, which 1 have laid down fron oblerya- 
tions on this journey (not from a furvey of mathematical rules and in- \ 
ſtruments, but chiefly from appearance), I flatter myſelf, is done with 
ſome degree of accuracy. It will ſhew the reader, at one view, the 
courſe it takes through the country, and it will ſerve alſo as a re- 
ference to the general remarks which follow. The part of the road 
ſtained green ſhews that here it is not a gravel road. | 
I began this route at Newark, in October 1791, when on : ſimilar 
undertaking in Nottinghamſhire to that of my preſent engagements 
in this county, which, in ſome meaſure, may ſerve relpeaively for 
each diſtrict. | 
Newark, ſuppoſed by ſome to be the Ne AD Foil lies 
on the Foſs from Lincoln. In vain have the learned ſtruggled. 
to remove Ad Pontem hence, and to fix it at Southevell, and I 
know not where. Arguments, however, it muſt be allowed, ſeem _ 
more in favour of Southwell than Newark, although the formet 
lies from the road, over the Trent, for more than three miles. 
Here Roman coins and pottery have been frequently found; but 
Newark, which was built ſo lately as the reign of king stephen, is 


deſtitute of thoſe honourable tokens of old antiquity, 


The road from Newark to Thorp bar, at the diſtance of about 
four miles, is ſpacious, on a level country, paſſing through the 
lordſhip of Farndon to "Thorp lane-end. And nearly oppoſite to 
Thorp bar you are in view of Southwell minſter, on the right, over 
the Trent, which ferpentines delightfully hereabouts. Here, we 
are told, was formerly a bridge over the Trent to Southwell (though 
now not a veſtige of it remains); near which ſtood a ſmall ſtation, 
it is imagined, as a protection to the paſſige over it. At Stoke, a 


| little further on the road, perhaps half a mile, there is every 1 


pearance of the ſite of a large ancient building, which might eaſily 
command the bridge. It 1s on a bold Eminence, near the church,

and oentlngks the Trent. Sir George Bromley' s ſeat is on the right 


of the church a few paces. The ground, on the ſummit of this 


eminence, lies in. ridges, over more than an acre of land; ; it is an 


admirable ſituation for a caſtle, and commands a great extent of 
country. It is called The Hall clo ve, and places near it are called 
(hy I know not) Stoke-red-guiter, and The Blind Mare's fleps. 
Neither Newark nor Southwell anſwer, with reſpe& to diſtance, ſo 


well as this place. In the table from Margidunum to Ad Pontem 


it is put down ſeven miles, to which the bridge, ſuppoſed to 
have been over the Trent, near Thorp bar, to Southwell, anſwers 


nearly. The eminence at Stoke, and the place where the Ow 
ſtood, have a ſhort and eaſy communication, 


Great part of the road between Stoke and Eaſt Bridgeford retains 
its ancient and venerable tokens of furrowed age. The gorſe and wild 
thorn ſpring from the uncultivated ſoil, and grow luxuriantly; and 
in ſome places the ſpreading oaks ſhade the paſſage, . and intercept | the 


ſight. Being confined, in conſequence, . from viewing diſtant ob- 
jets, the mind is naturally employed in contemplating the woody 
ſcenery with which this country abounded when the Romans made 
theſe memorable paſſages through the country. 

Nothing, in my opinion, can rob Eaſt Bridge ford of its "ns 
honours, Here you have the moſt indiſputable proofs of its high 
antiquity. An ancient encampment, the name of Barrow, which a 


place in this field ſtill retains; the diſcovery of Roman coins (one 


of which was a Veſpaſian), and Roman pottery ; the diſtance from 
Willoughby, the next ſtation, agreeing exactly with the route; upon 
the whole, are ſuch ſtrong and convincing evidence, as will admit 


of no objectiou to the general opinion, that Eaſt e was the 5 


 MarGipunum of the Romans. . 


The road from the Foſs to the village is in a right . very 


ſpacious, the length of more than half a mile. The village, or 
rather the lanes leading to it, are a labyrinth the way I entered it, 


Thenumerous paſſages, opening to the more numerous incloſures ad-

joining the village, miſguide you : the trees in the hedge-rows are 
lofty, numerous, and meet each other, which make the lanes 
gloomy and miry, and ſome of them almoſt impaſſable. 

From a kind of cliff, near the church, you command extenſive 
| proſpects of the country over the Trent; near which commences 
the Upper Foſs-way, marked in the plan. I doubt not but moſt ſta- 
tions, which lay any way from the road, had another leſs- frequented | 
paſſage, for nearneſs, in a direct line, from the ſtation to the main 
road. The ſame thing occurs at Leiceſter. 

In enquiring for coins, or other ſigns of antiquity diſcovered here, 
I had the following remarkable relation; given me. At a place called 
Caſtle Hill, partly upon the main Foſs road oppoſite to this village, 
a labourer of this place, it is ſaid, by digging, diſcovered an earthen 
pot full of coins (but nobody could tell me even of what ſort they 


were); from which he grew ſuddenly rich, or rather he left off la- 


bouring work, and turned banker in the little way; for I am told 
that he lends to poor working-men crowns, half-crowns, ſhillings, 
and even fix-pences, at a certain intereſt per week. Whatever may 
have been his good fortune, I cannot diſcover that he has intruſted 
any body with the particulars of it; all that the people know, 
] believe, is, that from the ſituation of a labourer he fills that of a 
banker, with no other viſible means of exiſtence. - 
Il was in the company of one of the oldeſt men in the village, who 
ſaid he had heard of coins and other things or antiquity being 
found there, but he had never ſeen any. 

Hence, with the Reverend Mr. Anderſon, vicar of St. Nicholas, 
Leiceſter, who voluntarily accompanied me in this journey, I tra- 
velled to Bingham, which inclines about a mile and a quarter from 
the Foſs road. At Bingham we ſlept that night; and next morning 
continued our route toward Millougbby, VERNoMETUM. The road 
from Newark to Bingham is all well graveled; but from Bingham 
we found it, in many places, very indifferent indeed,

In ſome places the old pack-horſe 04 is ſtill viſible and ul, 
and in others it is grown over with graſs. When you have travelled 
a mile or two, the country, on the left, opens delightfully to view. 
Belvoir caſtle, as a diſtant object, with extenſive vallies at its baſe, 
ſits as a moſt noble creſt upon a broad ſhield. About four miles from 
Bingham, Nottingham, Wollaton hall, Ke. are e IO", 
and appear as if they were cloſe at hand. 

About Cotgrave, it ſhould be remembered, fome very incon- 
fiderate mind has juſt cauſed two horrid pits to be made, right acroſs 
the Fols road, at the diſtance from each other only five yards, to get 
lime-ſtone, as I am told, to mend the roads of a new incloſure. 


They are ſunk, ſquare and ſteep, to the depth of ſeven or eight ſeet. 
A traveller, in the night, could ſcarcely avoid falling into one of 


them, in which caſe his horſe and ſelf muſt inevitably periſh. 1 


hope, before this caution meets the public eye, the author of ſuch 
an indiſcreet act will be made ſenſible of the danger which awaits 


a night traveller, that ſome preventative may be applied, to ſecure 
thoſe from danger who may have occaſion to paſs that way. 
Near a lodge houſe, a little further on, called Free-Maſons Arms, 


the following lordſhips join ; Owthorp, Kinholton, Cotgrave, and | 


Staunton. Clipſion and Widmer pool nearly meet them. Beyond this 
lodge the Foſs puts on a broad and venerable feature. The autumnal 


hue on the oaks, the wild thorn, and wild ſhrubs, which bound it, , 


| Preſented themſelves in aid of our ideas of its high antiquity. 


Willoughby, the VERNOMETUM of the Romans, lies with a bend 


from the Fols about a mile, but not now ſo eaſily to be traced as the 
laſt ation I noticed in the Itinera; nor are there at Willoughby thoſe 
diſtipQ and expreſſive marks of an intrenchment, or other military 
tokens, which are viſible at Eaſt Bridgeford. But here alſo the emi- 
nence overlooking the brook, and the Mofaic pavements and coins 
found, as mentioned by the induſtrious Stukeley, are evidences 


ſufficient to eſtabliſh our belief that Willoughby was the Virnometon |

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Between Willoughby and Segs-Hill is a conſiderable curve in 
the road, occaſioned doubtleſs by the viſible encroachments there-

here not 100. Near Segs-Hill it is the broadeſt, Re be⸗ | 
\ tween Newark and High Croſs, VENONES. 

Near Segs Hill fix lordſhips meet, viz. Ragdale, Old Dalby Wit. 
loughby, Burton, Segrave, and Thruſſington, Segs Hill is in the pa- 
reh of Dalby, and by ſame it has been imagined was a ſmall ſtation, 

a thing not uncommon upon the Roman Oy near a grand ſtation, 

which lay at ſome diſtance from the road. 

About a mile from this place you ſee all that is very eminent in 

the county to much advantage. The Foreſt hills form a grand line, 

linked to Budden wood; and on the other hand, Burrow Hill, in a 

range of elevated ſtations, is chained, as it were, to Bilſden Copley. | 
The villages below fit-in the happieſt order behind each other, 

backed by the handſome tower of Melton Mowbray. Theſe are ſeen 

to the beſt advantage about Thruſſington. 1 

The ground of the Foſs, near Ratcliff-on-the-Wreke, is very | 
ſtrait, but uneven ; you paſs over ſeveral lofty ſwells of the earth. 

The Daniſh Tumulus in this lordſhip, mentioned by Mr. Carte, is 

at hand. (See page 251.) The ground near is formed, on one ſide, 

not unlike our Raw. dikes at Leiceſter, but probably not a work 
of art. 
Between this place and Syſton you have ſome extenſive valley 
views, diverſified with pleaſing objects; Queneborough's beautiful 
ſpire-is not the leaſt ſo. Hence you paſs over an old bridge, which 
ſpans the Wiebe, at the extremity of Syſton meadow, It appears 
to have wintered many a rough blaſt: and is now decrepid in its 
worn-out ſtumps, but they are not Roman. In Syſton liberty, 
through which the Foſs paſſes, the road is ſtrangely diſmembered, 

The gripe of violence and power has ſeized it, and left the ſhadow 

for the ſubſtance ; it is narrowed to a ſlender une, the moſt thy

Roman coins, found here, are innumerable; fragments of Moſaic 
pavement are dug up frequently, and Roman pottery. Strong foun- 
dations of old walls of amazing thickneſs, of foreſt ſtone, lie in all 


directions, and at great depths, in the old part of the town, towards 
the river.

The Foſs, from the back: of Danet* 8 Hall, on to Redhouſe, on 


the Narborough road, is now but little frequented, and is much 


diſmembeted; ſcarcely a trace of it in ſome places 1s left. The road 


from and to the ſtation was probably over the old river, near 


Braunſton gate: I have marked that paſſage in the plan. 

The Foſs, from its junction at Redhouſe, about a mile from Lei- 
ceſter, nearly to Enderby, is ſpacious except in one place, a little

diminiſhed, and is ſhamefully narrow. Beyond Enderby alſo, in 
ſome places, it has been materially diminiſhed by former encroach- | 


ments, which give it ſome aukward curves, Beyond Narborough, 


where there is a viſible bend, it is miry, and in ſome places narrow. 


Near Langham bridges, which croſs the Soar, Croft Hill looks boldly.
